War Prisoners’ Parce!s 


Many Parcels Sent Out Do Not Reach 
Destination in Proper Shape 

The postmaster-general states that a 
large number of parcels for prisoners 
of war abroad are still found to be 
unfit tor onward tranmission in conse- 
quence of inadequate packing. Parceis 
should be very strongly packed. A 
Singie sheet uf brown paper or a thin 
cardboard pox such as a shoe box does 
ho afford sullicient protection. Even 
where proper miterialsy are used, it is 
important that the contents should be 
tightly packed so as wot to shuke 
about in transmission. 

In view of the exceptional condi- 
tions of transit, involving several 
transshipments and exposure to great 


| heat, it is wecessary that parcels for 


the Mediterranean Expeditionary 
Force should be very carefuliy packed 

The following regulations ure made 
as a result of the expcrience of the 
army post office; Siuali parcels are 


found to arrive in better condition 
than large parcels. If a large con- 
Signment has to be sent it is better 
to send two or three small parcels 
than one large one All parcels should 
be as nea round as possible, and 


should be well padded with shavings, 
crumpled paper or similar protective 
material, The outer covering should 
consist of strong iinen, calico or can- 
vas, or other textile material and 
should be securcly sewn up. As an 
alternative, parcels may be packed in 
boxes nade of strong double corrugat- 
ed cardboard or strawboard. it is 
undesirable to use wooden and metal 
boxes with square corners for the out- 
covering, siice although such boxes 
usually form an adequate protection 
to the contents, they are liable to 
damage other parcels n transit. Par- 
cels merely wrapped in paper or pack- 
ed in thin cardboard boxes, such as 
shoe boxes cannot be accepted. No 
perishable articles may be sent, and 
anything likely to become soft or 
sticky, such as chocolate and sweets, 
should be packed in tins.

Work 
ing in the flelds just as they always 
have done, and traveling the roads 
when they are muddy, There is 
more field work to do of late years 
for men everywhere put more work 
jon the land. The full quota of horses 
is required for the field work. The 
road work has always been just that 
much extra, Now that it is lightened 
by aid of the auto, the horse's lot is 
just that much easier. He is relieved 
from trotting to buggy or cantering 

ier saddle over a dusty road is 
the broiling sun. He rests on Stn 
days, picnic days and evenings wher 
all or part of the family may leave 
home for worship or pleasure or busi 
ness.

Enforcing a Weed Law 
One System in Unted States That is 
Proving Efficient 

Different methods tor combating 
the noxious weed probiem bave been 
adopted by the Dominion and pro- 


vincial governments, but none have 
yet succeeded in banisning the 
weeds, 

We are interested in noting a 


noxious weed Jaw which is being 
enforced in the state of Washington. 
In that state the botanist of the 
State College, and the botanist of 
the State University are empowered 
to deciate a weed to be noxious wien 
it interferes seriousiy with agricuc 
ture. The botiunists notify the coun- 
ty wuditors of the counties wherein 
the weeds ure growing. Then the 
county auditors publish this infor- 
| mation for four successive weeks in 
the local newspapers. In then be- 
comes the duty of each road Supei- 


visor to see that the law is carrieu 
out, When he tinds that an owner 
of land is permitting noxious weeds 


to grow illegally he serves notices 
that these weeds must be desirey od 


Within ten days from the date o1 
notice, In case the owner does not 
do this , the road supervisor enters 


upon the premises and destroys tue 
Weeds. The bill of exepnse is sub- 
witted to the owner. If the owner 
does not pay the bill, it is then Sub 
mitted to the board of county coi. 
missioners, Who shal! order it part 
if found correct. The amouut is en- 
tered On tie tax rolis for the cur- 
rent year, and it is collected wath 
penalty and interest aseother taxes 
are collected. The road supervisuls 
are Instructed with the duty of pre- 
venting the spread of noxious Ween 
on the highways. 

This Washington law js apparently 
effective, and at the same time Tair 
to all parties concerned. When one 
passes along the railroad lines aud 
along the highways of our differsac 
provinces and sees the wondertul 
Opportunity for weed propagation 
and distribution, he must wonder a 
there i8 not some more effective 


weed law that we could adopt.

The 96th annual report of the Bank 
of Montreal is the Jest ever issued by 
Canada’s oldest and best known bank. 
The net profits for the year amount to 
$2,648,000 as compared with $2,518,000 
for the previous year, being at the rate 
of 16.56 per cent, compared with 16.21 
per cent for 1912, An examination of 
the report shows the bank to be in a 
Particularly healthy. condition. The 
Capital stock of the bank {s now $16,- 
000,000, while the Rest Account is al- 
80 $16,000,000. During the year, div- 
idend disbursemeni:; amounted to 
$1,920,000, being made up of four quar- 
terly dividends at the rate of 24% per 
cent. and two bonuses each of 1 per 
cent. Altogether the bank has $3,- 
451,000 available fo. distribution, 
which {s made up of net profits for 
the year of $2,648,000 and a balance 
carried forward from ihe previous of 
$802,000.
